Rllen Sees Plant
Which Rided in
Saving His Life

Jean A! Allen, S-1/c,. USN.,
grandson of Mr. and Mrs. Wil
liam' 8: Bush, 13038 Cota - ave.,
visited the Hendy plant in Tor:
rance, recently. Bush is employ-
ed at the plant, and Allen said
that he wanted to 'see the fac-
tory that built the small sub-
mersible pumps, one of which
saved his life and the lives of
those on his ship, recently.
While on board the ship, it
ran into two mines in Leyte
Gulf in the Philippine waters,
Two huge holes were ripped
in the hull by the mines. The
ship listed dangerously; two
watertight - compartnients . and
one engine room barely kept
the deck awash. Any ship with
two such holes should have
sunk —but several other com-
partments, in the hold were
closed off—even though full of
water — and that's where the
Hendy pump came in. . The
water was pumped out of these
compartments — and the ship
took on new life—the dangerous
list was gone. The ship was still
too badly crippled to moye—so
lay there at anchor—fair game
for the Jap aircraft — which
strafed and tried to bomb the
ship almest daily. None of the
bombs actually hit the ship—but
many were too close for com-
fort.

,Finally one of the sea-going
drydocks was brought to, the
scene together with one of the
repair ships. It wasn't long be-
fore emergency repairs. were ef-
fected—so that the USS Never-
sink could be towed home.
During his months of over-
seas duty Seaman Allen has
seen action in Saipan, Guam,
Palau, Ulithe, Yap and the Phil
ippines. His job. was with recon:
naissance of the various islands
to be invaded. He had been to
Leyte and Samar three days be-
fore D-Day. He tells us, “You
sneak in, look over the situation
and beat it! And, brother, I
mean ‘SCRAM!" "

A brother, who is an Ensign
in the Navy Intelligence Divi-
sion, is also overseas. The two
brothers” have met overseas in
three different places—the Man-
us Islands, Philippine Islands,
and in Hollandia, New Guinea.
Many times Jean thought of
his ‘grand-dad and his fellow
Iron Men of Hendy that turn
out those fine pumps that saved
his ship, his life and the lives of
his shipmates.

You will be able to see the
boundary between fully wet goil
and the dry soll..
In' general, you'll find the wet-
ted area will be heart-shaped,
with the point directly under
the furrqw. For every soil there’
is a -definite limit to sideways
wetting. To reach this maximum
may take 24 hours, longer than
you'll needsIn sdandy solls this
maximum will be 12 to 15 in-
ches, in sandy loams 18 to 24,
in heavy loams perhaps as much
as 27 inches, and in adobess 30
to 36 inches.

Frequency of Ixrigation
You have to learn this for
your own soil and irrigate dif-
ferently for dfferent crops.
TPhere is no. sense applying wa-
ter until the ground has some-
what dried to the depth the
plant rtoots go, Rate of drying
will depend on the amount of
water ‘held in the soil and on
the rate of extraction. In turn,

sweet corn only use water from
about two feet deep. They need
irrigations frequently engugh to

keep that depth of soil moist.

Beans, beets, carrots, chard, egg-
plant, peppers, squash, turnips,
peas, and cucumbers will root
four feet deep in a medium loam
soil; while asparagus, canta:
loupe, parsnips, winter squash,
sweet potatoes, tomatoes, and
watermelon will go down at
least six feet. So irrigate ac-
cording to rooting depths and
know the behavior of water in
your soil,
Vegetables

If you gardened last year you
learned something about the in-
dividual peculiarities of your
family — what they like and
what they don’t like — what
they'll ‘eat and what they will
not eat, and how much. No
sense in growing spinach if no
one will eat it. Make out your
list of plants for the 1945 gar-
den on the basis of past ex-
perience.. Only plant those
things which you know the fam-
ily. will' like and will eat, and,
therefore, will give you the re-
ward for your labors.

If you haven't gardened be-
fore, discuss your plans with
all family members present so
that they can express their
likes and dislikes at the time.
